The Coming Sportsmen’s Exposition. 


The first Sportsmen’s Exposition, which will open in 
Madison Square Garden, New York, on Monday next, 
is an event of national importance, and marks an era 
in the history of the great interests there represented. 
The movement was successfully set on foot in this city 
some months ago, and all that was hoped for or prom- 
ised by the projectors, so far as may lie in preparation, 
has been accomplished. The officers of the newly- 
formed association have worked with energy, and have 
shown admirable judgment as to the needs and pur- 
poses of an exhibition of this character; the dealers in 
and manufacturers of sporting goods, and sportsmen 
generally, have rallied to their support; and when the 
Garden is thrown open to the public, on Monday next, 
there will be much that is well worth seeing—that will 
repay more than one call, whether the visitor be a 
sportsman or not. Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found a full description of what may be there seen; 
and a perusal of the same will show thata great deal 
more is embraced in an exposition of this character, 
than guns, ammunition, canoes, etc. The artistic side 
of the sportsman’s life is shown, as well asthe material. 

It will be a sad commentary upon the sportsmen of 
America and their friends, if there is not a generous 
attendance, in recognition of the high purpose held by 
the originators of this movement, and of the arduous 
labors by which they have brought this great object 
lesson of out-door life to the public view. We have, 
however, no fear upon that score. 


Five Hundred Active Members. 


On May 7, 1895, there were enough gentlemen elected 
to the New York Hardware Club, to reach the consti- 
tutional limit of five hundred resident members, and a 
waiting list containing several names has already made 
its appearance. It is onlyeleven months since the Club 
rooms were opened, and the organization had a being 
otherwise than that of mere patient waiting and faith 
ina material future. The occasion is certainly one for 
congratulation, by the individual members whose loyal 
enthusiasm has made this record possible; by the Club, 
as an organized force for good in many directions; and 
by the great trade of which it is a worthy exponent. It 
was long since an admitted fact that the Club, in the 
mere nature of things, must be a success; but even the 
most sanguine hardly looked for such abundant fruits 
in so brief atime. We have already called attention 
to the early retirement of nearly one-half of the bonds 
issued a year ago, and have shown that financially the 
organization stands upon a rock. It is no venture into 
prophecy, to say that the Club will remain as a perma- 
nent monument to the Hardware trade of New York. 
The needs that brought it into being, will keep it alive; 
the good it will do, will widen and increase with age 
and opportunity,

EDITOR HARDWARE: It is unnecessary for me to state that 
while we were, and still are, a large agricultural country, 
and that agriculture is perhaps the leading industry in these 
United States, it is a fact that the manufacturing and in- 
dustrial pursuits have in the last quarter of a century taken 
such a leap ahead, that we naturally must seek a market 
throughout the world, even if it does bring us in competi- 
tion with the industries and manufacturing enterprises that 
were full grown and controlled the market even before we 
began, twenty-five years ago. 

Our manufacturers in the main considered the foreign 
field asa mere ‘‘dumping ground” for surplus products, 
and the exporting of goods was, by many manufacturers, 
considered only as a convenience in this way; that is, hold 
up the prices at home, and cut the life out of price abroad, 
this exports goods and gets rid of stock that could not be 
marketed here at home. This has now, I am glad to say, 
all changed and the leading manufacturers, totally regard- 
less of tariff, are imbued with the idea that we, of this great 
‘‘Yankee Nation” can manufacture ‘‘ stuff” in competition 
with any other manufacturer, live he where he may. 

Take a steamer and cross over in it to some foreign coun- 
try, it matters little where one goes; he will find American 
manufacturers and other representatives going abroad seek- 
ing a legitimate market for a legitimate product, at the 
same prices and conditions on which the goods are sold at 
home. Very many of these trips are experimental trips, or 
I might say educational trips, seeking to learn what is 
wanted, and what we have to compete with, both as regard 
quality and price; and if prices are found to be favorable, 
it is pretty sure the quality of the goods will prove to be 
also. 

‘To the novice, or the manufacturer who has no export 
trade, but seeks to get it, I would say, send out your samples 

if you cannot go yourself—judiciously, and send them 
just exactly as you propose to send the goods, providing 
orders follow. Do not be too anxious to get full value for 
these samples, because oftentimes in sending them into a 
new market, it will be found that they are not 
what is wanted, but by making some slight changes our 
goods can be shipped to the end of the world, so that if the 


just exactly 


samples are disposed of at half price it will prove a good 
investment; and if the small loss entailed is charged to ad- 
vertising account the probabilities are that it will prove as 
advantageous to the manufacturer, as all his ads in your 
most estimable paper. 

A thing to be avoided in exporting goods of any character 
is that of shipping indiscriminately to people unknown, who 
simply have a fine letter-head, and can, and do, promise 
very large returns in the pay of orders, providing prices and 
goods prove satisfactory. Many and many a dollar has been 
lost, simply by over-anxiety to secure foreign trade. 

All reputable merchants who wish to purchase American 
goods, are pertectly willing to, and expect to, establish 
bankers’ credit on this side of the water for the payment of 
their bills, and unless the buyer is willing to do this, my 
advice to the manufacturer would be, never make the first 
shipment. I could tell you of more than one lot of goods 
that I have stopped by cable from being delivered, and 
when the cash was demanded as against bill of lading, the 
would-be-buyer has proven to be a myth. There are a 
large number of concerns in many cities throughout the 
whole world who get a fine living out of American manu- 
facturers by ordering goods in some such way as above. 
Another point I would like to make is this: A manufacturer 
who desires an export business should not expect to ‘‘jump 
into it,’’ so to speak, because the reputable buyer does not 


move rapidly, does not change certainly and entirely, 
simply because he is asked to do so, but the superiority of 
American goods, generally speaking, will work their way 
if the above conditions are complied with, and I look for- 
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ward before the year 1900 comes, to see this country 
having a much larger export trade in her manufacturing 
industries than she has to-day on the imports of the old 
world industries. 

If it were not that I might be accused of trenching into 
the political domain, I would like to say something about 
our consuls. I will merely mention the fact, which is greatly 
to be regretted, that our consuls seem to be generally 
selected in payment for some political service rendered to 
the party in power for the time-being. The export of 
American goods could be much more rapidly increased if 
our consuls were business men, or men who understood the 
character of the goods manufactured in the districts to 
which they are accredited, or if he comprehended the char- 
actér of the goods that might be brought in from this country, 
in other words, our consul at Sheffield should be a man who 
is familiar with the character of the goods made, bought and 
sold in the Sheffield district, and the same is true of Lyons 
and Vienna. In fact it is true everywhere. Very often the 
American manufacturer or his representative may call at 
the United States Consulate, and being a total stranger, he 
seeks information, which he is presumptuous enough to 
suppose he will find in the consul’s office, and to his great 
surprise he finds oft times the consul does not know as 
much as he does, which is next to nothing. This a very 
large and important subject.

the place of gold and silver as a basis for our 
system, lamrunning counter to a condition of things which 
we have been trained to believe is the only one for the 
purpose. 

Gold is but an inanimate object; it is destitute of hope, 
charity, spirit of universal justice, or that element of higher 
manhood, true friendship, and always deserts a nation in 
its days of trouble. When this great nation was in trouble, 
in 1861, gold deserted us, and we had to appeal to the pa- 
triotism of American people who loved this Union more 
A wise man said paper 
money was a delusion; that in the days of the Revolution 
when men’s hearts were filled with patriotism, the contin- 


than they loved gold or silver. 


ental money we paid to our soldiers was of so little value 
that they stuffed their mattresses with it. This was a sin 
of omission of our forefathers in that they did not redeem 
this, their obligation to the defenders of the American lib- 
erty. Had the governmen: issued five-year bonds for the 
redemption of this currency, this act would have made this 
currency good and we would always have had a national 
currency and would not be in debt, as we now are, five 
hundred billions to foreign nations. 
WHAT IS MONEY? 

Some commodity or article of universally acknowledged 
value has always been considered necessary as a basis of 
exchange among nations and for a monetary system at 
home, because the people lack confidence in the integrity 
of their government. History teaches us that from the 
commencement of civilization all nations have used a great 
variety of articles for the monetary system; notched wood 
was at one time used in England as the medium of exchange. 
5o it is evident that nations make and have made many ar- 
ticles the medium of exchange; and such articles are made 
the medium, not by nature, but by law. 

HISTORY OF MONEY. 

In our early history we used codfish and pebbles; in after 

years gold and silver. Not having gold and silver enough 


to keep up with the growth of our country and its monetary 
system, we passed through years of great depression. We 
had all sorts of schemes—State banks, shinplasters, etc., 
and every so often the honest holder was robbed. Never 
until our national life was in danger—until men offered 
their lives by millions and the dead and wounded were 
brought back from the battle-field, did we have a national 
currency. The noblest attribute of manhood is true friend- 
ship; when the nation was in trouble, gold and silver were 
too high and mighty to associate with us and we had to 
appeal to the patriotism and manhood of those who 
believed that the nation was dearer.to them than gold or 
silver. 

When I first came to Chicago the money in circulation 
was Georgia money. George Smith furnished to a large 
degree the currency for this great Northwestern country. 
He bought Georgia bonds at a discount. Georgia had a 
State law allowing banks to issue three dollars currency for 
one dollar in bonds. Smith got the Georgia currency, 
brought it here and loaned it to our people at ten and fif- 
Ever so often a rumor was started that the 
bank was in trouble. The currency was bought up in the 
country towns from the honest holder at a discount. 
Smith made $15,000,000 out of the Northwestern country. 
Is not this a sad commentary on the statesmen of that

3imetallism is a delusion as a money basis. You never 
can keep two metals at par with each other. The overpro- 
duction of one reduces its value and increases the other. 
We must have one or the other fora standard. Evenif all 
the nations of the globe should declare for bimetallism it 
would be adefective basis. England will not so declare, 
because she will lose her power over the United States. If 
all the nations of the earth did, you would still have the 
periodical panic which always depresses the industries. 
When I first came to Illinois I bought cattle and grazed 
them on the prairies and fed them on corn in the winter. 
The first year I did well; the next year I bought my cattle 
well, but the panic came—down went the price of cattle 
and I lost all. Not my fault, for my business was honest, 
but our country was on a false financial basis and the indus- 
tries all had to suffer. Well do I remember the young men 
who were cleaned out of all their hard-earned savings in 
that panic. 

THE GOLD BASIS. 

With $350,000,000 of gold (as it is evident a large amount 
of our gold has been used in the arts and made into jewelry), 
and that is about the amount of gold now held in the United 
States, the gold basis would mean great depression, hard 
times, idle labor, and after the people had been ground 
down for a few years, a new party would come into power 
for inflation. To now goon a gold basis means a reduc- 
tion of values one-half, hard times for years, depression in 
the value of labor and of all commodities. No doubt after 
the people have had three years of great depression and 
have been ground down, they would raise up a new party 
that would demand expansion, and in the end another 
great financial panic; then the gold men would say: ‘‘l 
told you so.” 

The New York 7ribune says our products and property 
have depreciated $9,000,000,000 in the last two years. As 
the Chicago 7ribune says, a fearful price to pay for Demo- 
cratic misrule. This is not the Democratic party of free- 
traders, theorists, cranks, anarchists, labor-leaders, and 
every ‘‘ism” in the country. Such a party could not have 
a fixed policy on any of the great questions affecting our 
prosperity; but have not the New York 7Z7ribune and the 
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Chicago 7ribune done their share to demoralize the industry 
of our country by demanding that all our property and labor 
should be measured by one standard, gold—limited at that 
to $350,000,000? We do not want to forget that when 
we reduce wages of labor, and labor is idle, that they 
not only lose in a money way, but morally, socially and 
intellectually. If there is any place on the face of the earth 
that has any more sorrow and misery than England, I have 
never seen it, with all their wealth in gold. Whenin Eng- 
land I rode on a stage that required a skilled driver. I 
asked what he got, and he replied, four shillings for four- 
teen hours’ work—equal to one dollar in our money. Eng- 
land is all right for the few aristocrats, but the masses live 
in sorrow, misery and degradation. 
NATIONS—HOW ? 

How did England get her gold? She fitted out 
stanch sailing-vessels, made stock companies, and it is 
said that Queen Elizabeth was a stockholder in this piracy 
to rob the Spaniards of the gold they had found in a 
new country.

Should Congress pass a free-silver law, under our pres- 
ent system of finances it would not benefit us, but would 
only embarrass the government if it tried to keep silver 
on a parity with gold; we should have to issue a much 
larger amount of bonds to sell for gold and add more to 
our national debt. With an unlimited coinage of silver 
the people would still be in an uncertain condition, and 
in the end would be on a silver basis. Our government 
would have to repudiate or suspend gold payments. Our 
government must maintain its credit and faithfully per- 
form all its obligations. It is strange silver men cannot

This is the evil of gold and silver; 
it will always have a changeable value. 
SILVER BETTER THAN GOLD. 

The silver men have shown a great deal more patriot- 
ism and devotion to the prosperity of the American people 
than the gold bugs who are working for a few’ money 
kings in England and New York, and it is my conviction 
that free silver is a lesser evil than the one-standard gold. 
But when we look back at the legislation that we have 
had in this country in the last fifteen years to depreciate 
the value of silver, it does not seem consistent with com- 
mon sense that we can have free silver unless we put a 
dollar’s worth of silver in a dollar, and that would be 
cumbersome and unwieldy in its use.

DIVERSITY OF OPINION AS TO CAUSES OF PRESENT TROUBLE, 

We all acknowledge that we have had many years of the 
greatest prosperity known to man; the highest prices for 
labor and the lowest prices for the necessaries of life—be- 
cause we have had confidence in the currency of our country. 
Now, why should we, the richest nation on the globe, find 
ourselves in our present condition ? Silver men say because 
we repealed the Sherman act; Republicans say because we 
elected Democrats with no financial policy; Democrats say, 
it was time to have a collapse. With good crops, no pesti- 
lence, no calamities, must not this depression be our own 
doing ? We now have one class advocating the gold basis, 
another gold and silver, another state banks and bob-tail 
money. 

We read the resolutions passed by our wise statesmen at 
their conventions, all parties declaring for bimetallism, 
the use of gold and silver for a monetary system. The 
present administration believed the Sherman act should be 
repealed; that we should stop buying silver bullion, stop 
issuing silver certificates, and that confidence would be re- 
stored. So by holding out to the Southern wing of the 
Democratic party the inducement that if the Sherman act 
was repealed they would have state banks and bob-tail 
money, with the gold men President Cleveland succeeded 
in repealing the Sherman act and stopped the issue of silver 
certificates, but offered nothing to supply their places. 
New York claimed that with the Sherman act repealed con- 
fidence would be restored and foreign nations would buy 
our securities; in fact, allowing our people to get more 
in debt to foreign nations. The result has been that New 
York has lost her gold and her securities have depreciated 
many millions. 

WHY WE HAVE KEPT 
To the thoughtful man it has been a matter of study how 


(GOING, 


our government has, for the last ten years, been able to 
keep silver on a parity with gold and to redeem all our 
paper circulation in gold with our present system of finances. 
The reason we have been able to do it is that the foreigner 
has been buying breweries, gold mines, railroad stocks and 
bonds; with a high protective tariff our laborer has been 
well employed; business has been active and the investment 
of foreigners has paid, and in this way balance of trade 
has been in our favor, and gold did not leave us, and no 
one wanted gold. Railroads made bonds payable in gold 
without a thought. All this time we have been getting in 
debt abroad—about $300,000,000, that our people have 
spent in traveling and buying bric-a-brac—but with the 
change of our tariff, the granger laws, the inter-state com- 
merce law, labor strikes, agitation of silver, our country 
kept in an uncertain state, new enterprises stopped, rail- 
roads became demoralized, foreign capital stopped coming, 
and our securities depreciated, so that with the folly of our 
government trying to furnish gold to the importer, to the 
traveler abroad, to pay interest on railroads and all other 
individual enterprises, $100,000,000 of gold in the treasury 
has been a bagatelle. No doubt, had we maintained a 


higher tariff, kept our people at work, kept business active, 
so that railroads and other securities the foreigners had in- 
vested in would have paid dividends, they may have con- 
tinued to invest, and we would have been able to get more 
in debt to foreign nations; but with the present system 
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of finances it would only put the day of reckoning farther 
off. 
[HE ONLY POSSIBLE RELIEF UNDER PRESENT SYSTEM. 

The only possible relief we can have under our present 
finance policy is for foreigners to buy our railroad bonds or 
securities, which they will not do, but do as they have ever 
since the repeal of the Sherman act, sell currency bonds, 
West Shore currency bonds guaranteed by the New York 
Central Railroad, and other currency bonds, and ship the 
vold home, knowing the government must, under the pres- 
ent finance policy, continue to issue bonds to sell for gold, 
and they will buy each new issue cheaper. We produce 
$40,000,000 of gold per year. To pay the balance against 
the government caused by the reduction of the tariff, interest 
on our government bonds and all other securities held 
abroad, the money the rich spend in traveling abroad, it 
will take $300,000,000 of gold; so the government must 
issue $260,000,000 of gold bonds per year. And if foreigners 
continue to send back our securities the government will 
have to increase the amount in the sale of the bonds. The 
government will soon have a debt compared with which the 
lebt of the Rebellion will be insignificant. 
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In the next issue, Mr. Allerton will discuss the remedy 
which in his view should be applied.—Ed. HARDWARE. |

Craft’s Rivet Punch. 

The illustration herewith given 
shows Craft’s Rivet Punch, put on 
the market by the Buffalo Wood- 
Working Machine Co., Buffalo, N. 
Y. This machine is designed to 
remove rivets from belts without 
injury to the belt, and will remove 
rivets from belts 36 inches and un- 
der. In using the tool, place the 
belt between the tongue and the 
bed plate. In the tongue there is 
a 3-16-inch hole, which is directly 
overa '4-inch hole in the bed plate. 
Locate the rivet by the small hole 
in the tongue. Insert the punch 
and drive the rivet down through 
the bed plate, and so on untii the 
rivets are all removed. The bed 
plate is made very heavy so it can 
be turned upside down and be used 
toheadupon. If desired the com- 
pany will furnish with this tool a 
tin box, divided into small com- 
partments, and arranged to hold 
six sizes of rivets, with the wash- 
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ers separate, and will also furnish belt punch, heading 
tool, nippers for cutting off the rivets, leather plane and 
scrapers for making the splices, and cement for joining the 
splices. 
Iron Platform for Wells and Cisterns. 

The Bucket Pump Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, are introducing 
an Iron Platform for Welis and Cisterns in connection with 
their bucket pump, as here illustrated. The platform, Fig. 
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I, is made in two parts, the center portion being hinged. 
permitting it to be opened at right angles, leaving an open- 
ing 16x 24 inches in size. The platform is corrugated,

Common Sense Scissors Case and the Common Sense Pen 
and Pencil Pocket. The Common Sense Rule and Peucil 
Pocket is a neat, well-made leather case, with a stiff back 
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piece, and a full front piece, the front piece having two 
openings at the top, and sufficient fullness to allow a rule, 
on the one side, and a large pencil on the other, to be easily 
inserted, and the contents are held tight enough to keep 
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them from dropping out when the case is inverted. 
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are two pins on the back piece of the case, one at the top 
and one at the bottom, so that the case can be fastened to 
any part of the clothes. When the case is put inside the 
pocket, use the top pin only. The makers claim that a 
rule or pencil placed in the Common Sense Pocket will stay 
there until pulled out, but if they are 
carried loosely in the pocket, and 
especially if carried in the hip pocket 
are apt to be dropped in very incon- 
venient places. The Common Sense 
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Bag Tag has for the attachment a spring swivel snap 
and ring which is described as a great advantage over a 
bungling strap. These tags are made of russet calf skin, 
patent leather calf, bag leather and imitation alligator. 
The address card is covered with celluloid which keeps it 
clean and the attachments are of nickel or gilt. The Com- 
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mon Sense Scissors Case is, the makers state, made of the 
best quality of leather stock, sewed in silk, with a sole 
leather tip at the bottom to prevent the scissors cutting 
through. It has a pin on the back, to be used in fastening 
the case to the breast or at the waist. It makes a much 
more convenient way of carrying the scissors than by using 
the old style card and chain. The common Sense Pen and 
Pencil Pocket is described as possessing the following ad- 
vantages: The front piece of the pocket has sufficient full- 
ness to allow a pen or pencil to slip in or out easily without 
any strain on the Pocket and at the same time the back 
piece of the pocket remains flat. The fullness in the front 
piece of Pocket gradually tapers from the top to the bottom, 
thereby allowing either a large or small article to adjust 
itself easily, while with the old style flat poc- 
ket it is quite difficult to put in a large pen 
or pencil, and there is always more or less 
strain on both the pocket and vest. The front 
piece of the pocket is doubled and stitched at 
the top to prevent wearing and ripping, and 
at the same time adds very much to the ap- 
pearance.

A Family Carpet Stretcher.

The handle is of light hardwood, 
After the carpet has been forced up to 
the baseboard and the tack started the curved central open- 
ing in the blade allows the tack to be driven completely 
down instead of partially; one difficulty 
heretofore has been that owing to the slight hold of the 
tack on the floor, withdrawing the stretcher caused the tack 
to pull out.

Little Giant Cider Mill and Press. 
The illustration herewith presented is that of a new 


Cider Mill and Press, invented and patented by Otis Everett 
Davidson, and being introduced by the Little Giant Cider 
Mill Co., of Nashville, Tenn. This ingenious and clever 
Cider Mill is intended only for family use, not being de- 
signed for wholesale or other extensive cider making. The 
cutter is made of tinned steel, and by the peculiar eccentric 
motion of the hopper, cuts the fruit and separates the white 
meat of the apple from the peeling, stems and seeds, carry- 
ing off the cut apple before it touches any part of the 
hopper or other metal from which it might be stained. 





This is a feature not necessary in the making of cider, 
but in preparing fruit for cooking purposes it is very con- 
venient. The board and crate are of well seasoned hard- 
wood, the castings are of gray iron, covered with water- 
proof varnish to prevent rust, while the other metal parts 
are of wrought iron. Inthe pressing of the fruit there is 
also an advantage, as the bottom of the crate, having a nut 
in it, is brought up toward the top with the screw, the 
pomace being brought upand away from the cider, between 
the top and the bottom of the crate, and after pressed is taken 
out of the top of the crate. The manufacturers state that 
the mill and press are strong, besides being lhght and con- 
venient to carry, thereby lessening the danger of its being 
left in the orchard to rust and rot. 


A. W. Wheelock has on exhibition at his store in Rock- 
ford, Ill., a lamp that is 150 years old. It first shed its light 
in the old South Church at Boston, and in a way its history 
marks the progress of the world during that time.

The Cycloidal Bicycle Sprocket. 
The illustration given here represents the Cycloidal 
Bicycle Sprockets, used on the Tribune Bicycles, manufac- 
tured by the Black Mfg. Co., Erie, Pa. The sprocket gets 
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its name from what is known as a cycloidal curve which is 
given the teeth; and the successful working of the sprocket, 
it is stated, is due entirely to the curves given the teeth 
and to the perfection with which they are cut. The object 
of the cycloidal sprocket is to remove useless friction and 
cause the chain to drive as freely as the running of ball 
bearings. Itis explained that the conditions sought in the 
construction of the sprocket are as follows: ‘‘To have the 
tooth properly curved to enter the chain without contact; 
that the chain shall pull exactly at a right angle, with its 
bearing surface against the tooth; that the chain block 
shall not shift or change its position while passing around 
the sprocket and that the tooth shall leave the chain with 
out the least resistance; the advantage of the cycloidal 
tooth is most apparent when the rider is climbing a hill or 
forcing his wheel rapidly on an up-grade or against the 
wind; this is where the ordinary tooth grinds and makes 
the rider work at least 15 per cent. harder than there is any 
necessity.”’

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Review of the Markets. 


The past week marks an improved condition in the money 
market and shows a return of confidence. A statement 
made by the Comptroller of the Currency, indicates that 
the deposits of the savings banks of New York have been 
largely increased, and the reserve is far ahead of the re- 
quirement. Time money is easy, ranging from 2@3'% 
per cent., as to collateral and date of loan. Call 
money is quoted at 14%@2 per cent. The prospects for 
business thus far in May are brighter than since the slump in 
May, 1893. The agricultural prospects are also favorable, 
contrary to the reports in the early spring. The average 
of wheat and cotton will fully equal that of last year. The 
only depressing feature is the unsatisfactory condition of 
the U. S. Treasury. The monthly statement of the Trea- 
sury Department shows a deficiency of over $45,000,000 for 
the fiscal year up to April. The exports of gold and silver 
f-om the port of New York last week aggregated $388,797 
gold and $565,066 of silver. 

Hardware: Business has shown a slight though steady 
advance for the last three of trade 
being considerably larger than for the corresponding three 
months of last year. Prospects indicate a still further im- 
provement, and the trade are beginning to see thing's in a 
brighter and more hopeful way. The effect of the unusual 
activity in building circles will be felt soon. Up to the 
present time, the dealers in structural iron work are about 
the only ones that have been greatly benefited. When the 
buildings are nearing completion, a large call for builders’ 
Hardware is expected. The orders for general Hardware 
are still small, and carefully selected, very few stocking- 
The majority of orders 


months, the volume 


up orders having been booked. 
are by mail, houses preferring this medium, instead of or- 
dering through traveling salesmen. The demand for bi- 
cycles is very large, manufacturers having hard work to 
fill orders. 

Cutlery: A fair trade is reported in domestic grades, but 
there is no improvement in the import trade. The German 
strikes still continue, making it impossible to procure goods 
from the German makers. 

Nuts and Bolts: There have been no changesin prices lately, 
although the information comes from Cleveland of the ad- 
vance in the price of iron, $2.00 per ton, which should cause 
a rise in the prices of nuts and bolts. Business in the East 
is not in a satisfactory state, the volume of trade not being 
what it should. A better feeling exists in the West. 

Wire Nails: The trade is in a flourishing condition, and a 
large amount of new business is being transacted: in fact, 
the mills have more orders than they can take ‘care of. 
Prices are up, 90 cents being the bottom figures for carload 
lots at Pittsburg, while small lots bring 75 cents. The New 
York quotations are $1.10 for carload lots, and $1.15 to 
$1.20 for small lots out of store. 

Cut Nails: The market is in a healthy condition, there 
being quite a large demand for cut nails. Prices are main- 
tained, and the manufacturers report many new orders. 
The quotations are for carload lots on dock 80 cents at a 60 
cent average. Small lots out of store 95 cents. 

Tacks: The new list evidently meets with the approval 
of the trade, as there have been no complaints made about 
it. Prices are more uniform. Orders are more numerous, 
but the improvement is no doubt due more to the naturally 
better condition of business than to the effect of the new 
list. 

Red Lead: Lots in kegs less than 500 pounds, 6 cents; 
in lots of 500 pounds and over, 5% cents. German, 4% to 
5 cents; English, 434 to 6 cents. 

White Lead: The quotations governing white lead are 
as follows: Pure white lead, dry and in oil, lots of less 


than 500 pounds, 6 cents; 500 pounds or more, 5% cents. 


Zinc: There are no changes in quotations, prices being 
334@4% cents for jobbing lots.

THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 

There is no doubt that trade has brightened and goods 
are in better demand, with evidence that dealers are 
stocking up more liberally and not pursuing to the same 
extent the hand-to-mouth policy which has been the only 
line of action for the last two or three years. 

Manufacturers are generally reporting an increased de- 
mand, and some of them state they are rushed with 
orders, and there is already difficulty in getting some 
goods. 

Prices are generally much firmer in tone and the market 
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is advancing; all conditioms seem to point to a betterment 
in prices. 

The advance is legitimate. Commencing with increased 
cost in iron ore, and higher wages paid to the laborers, the 
same conditions seem to govern metal throughout its entire 
production. 

Labor all over the country appears dissatisfied with the 
present low schedule of wages, and the papers are daily re- 
porting strikes for higher wages; all this means higher 
prices, and while it is not anticipated that there will be any 
sudden or unhealthy rise, it seems to be the general opinion 
that there is to be a conservative and permanent improve- 
ment in prices. 

The demand for spring goods continues unabated. Bi- 
cycles are simply ata premium. We heard of one jobbing 
house who recently offered a brother jobber $7.00 extra on 
every machine if they would turn over their stock to them. 
The offer of course was declined. 

Factories are running their utmost capacity, and orders 
are being filled as far as possible, but the condition is far 
from satisfactory. 

Wire Nails are firmer, and the market is in a most unset- 
tled condition with prices tending upward, and it is likely 
that Cut Nails will share in the advance.

Trade in general Hardware is good, especially so in 
builders’ Hardware. There is more building being done at 
this moment than ever before at one time in the history of 
this city. 

The new railroad bridge across the Mississippi is assured. 

Work is about to commence upon the Davenport, Clinton 
& Eastern Railway, connecting us with Clinton by a direct 
line following the Iowa shore closely, giving the first rail- 
road to the towns of LeClaire and Princeton.

The turn for which we have been waiting patiently for 
two years past seems to have arrived.

Poultry Netting: Is moving in large quantities. The 
random quotations made by some houses early in the sea- 
son were totally without good reason, and those houses 
which refused to sell below a legitimate price, find that 
their sales are fully equal to former seasons. 

Refrigerators and Ice Cream Freezers: These goods are 
commencing to move in large quantities. The low price of 
ice will undoubtedly stimulate the demand. In this com- 
munity ice is supplied at about one-half the price ruling in 
1894. 

Bicycles: It is impossible to supply bicycles as rapidly as 
Dealers must make up their minds to 
be lenient with their jobbers, and jobbers must be equally 
lenient with manufacturers. Every indication points to an 
unprecedented sale for 1895, and the Hardware dealer who 
does not yet handle them as a part of his line is certainly 
not ‘‘ keeping up with the procession.”’ 

All conditions seem to point to a new era of prosperity 
and normal business conditions. We hope that the im- 
provement will continue in its present slow and _ sure 
manner, and that the fall of 1895 and spring of 1896 may be 
seasons that all Hardware dealers can look back upon with 
emotions of profound pleasure.
